She has in 
her possession the Gustav Manuscript, written in an unintelligible script, that 
she believes she can decode and prove her Lragedy/ Comedy theory.

2x presses his love for another woman, Constance falls into bizarre reverie: 
she enters the worlds of Desdemona and Juliet. 


The play is peopled with twisted versions of Shakespeare’s tragic 
characters: Othello, Jago, Romeo, Tybah, and Mercutio and, of course, at 
the heart of the play, Desdemona, the warrior, and Juliet, the eternal 


romantic lover. 


The play is directed by Montreal theatre artist and former Concordia 
student Harry Standjofski, whose work has been seen across the country. 

His ploys Dick (1985), Ne Cycle (1987), Te the Moon (1988) and 

Anton (1991) all met with critical acclaim and he has acted and directed on stage, 
in film and on television, in both official languages. He will stay as Tom Cohen in the 
French television series ZA Nous Deux on the CBC, debuting January "94. Heis 
an Artistic Associate of POV Productions, a Montreal theatre company ,dedicated 
to the development of new English-language works.
